day th a t 98 p er cent of the two m il­ 
lion m arried wom en gainfully em ­ 
ployed w ork to help supply their 
fam ilies w ith food, 
clothing

shelter. 
“V ery few w om en choose to carry 
two jobs for th e pleasure of doing 
It,” M iss A nderson said. “Only about 
two per cent of the employed m ar­ 
ried w om en w ork for luxuries or a 
career.

Declaring th at France and Ger­ 
many are making an earnest effort 
in behalf of world peace, the Rev. 
E. P. Cochran, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian 
church 
at 
Orange, 
speaking at the Klwanls here yes­ 
terday, said that the people of 
Europe hold that the United States 
Is the leading nation and that "as 
the United States goes so must 
the rest of the world go.” 
The minister pointed to the po­ 
sition of the United States In Its 
financial strength and leadership, 
and said that he returned from a

trip 
abroad 
deeply 
Im­ 
pressed with the high esteem in 
which the United States Is held In 
regard to Its program of world 
peace. 
The Rev. Mr. Cochran travelled 
through European countries as a 
member of the Eddy excursion of 
newspapermen, m inisters and edu­ 
cators for a study of conditions In 
the foreign lands, and he had op­ 
portunity for getting w hat he de­ 
clared to be inside information as 
to the true status of conditions In 
the countries he visited. 
A sserting th at the people of Ger­ 
many love President Hindenherg 
because he Is leading them in a 
program of peace, the pastor said 
he believed that m oral standards 
have broken down more severely in 
Germany than in any of the oth­ 
er foreign nations he visited.

IMPERIALISM AS IT DEVELOPS 


Our nation is young in this imperialism business. 
It is interesting to observe how it develops. 
Im­ 
perialism usually results when two civilizations wide­ 
ly different in background, development and out­ 
look. come in real contact with each other for the 
first time. 
When what we regard as a civilized 
.tate comes in contact with a primitive community 
a set of forces and reactions arises for which we 
have no equivalent in any other experience. 
Let us look at the rise of imperialism in Great 
i Britain when western civilization came in contact 
with primitive Africa. 
First there was the slave 
trade. 
Then, later, the trader. 
He arrived with 
blankets and beads, exchanging them for gold and 
Bi ivory. 
There was a flourishing business. 
There 
§ came a time when the accumulation of gold and 
El ivory was exhausted. Then the trader looked around 
I for something else. 
The answer was found in con- 
I cessions. 
He found out where the local gold or 
*• iron was. and got a concession from the chief and 
B 


brought in machinery to develop it. 
In this way 
—, the natives began to alienate his land and mining 
rights. 
Later another type of trader came in 
a 
fellow who brought alcohol. 
The native* became 
enamored of his product and the number of con­ 
cessions for land and minerals began rapidly to rise. 
And then the government to which the trader 
belongs sends armed forces to protect the life and 
property rights of its countrymen or else to protect 
the ignorant backward peoples from the exploiters. 
Unfortunately it is nearly always the former course 
of action. 
America, in her outreaching into other territory, 
has not gone through all of these experiences. 
She 
nor none of her people, at least not with public 
knowledge, have had anything to do with slavery 
in Haiti, Cuba, the Philippines, Latin-America or 
the Hawaiian Islands. 
But she has run true to form 
in all the other experiences. 
And these experiences 
are not only the result but they brand our relation­ 
ship as imperialism. 
Some people would say that autocratic domina­ 
tion is the determining evidence of imperialism. 
Theoretically this is true. 
But the remarkable fact 
rests as the keystone to the eye that it is only where 
financial interests are involved that the spirit of 
domination becomes regnant. 
The people of the 
strong nation are perfectly willing that the weaker 
and less advanced group shall advance by the 
slower and more tedious process of moral suasion, 
education, and missionary work, providing the in­ 
dustrialists and the trader is not in a hurry to get 
results on his investment. 
These are the things that 
at least make imperialism wrong in its effort. 
If 
they did not exist, imperialism would be practically 
impossible for the motive would not exist.

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DOUBLE LIABILITY SHOULD GO 


Voters of California will have an opportunity to 
vote on a constitutional amendment which is of 
great importance to all who hold stock in California 
corporations. 
At present the constitution provides 
that a stockholder in a California corporation is 
liable to creditors of the corporation in the propor­ 
tion that his stock bears to all the stock subscribed. 
California is practically alone in this provision. 
The proposed amendment provides that if the stock 
has been paid for in full, there shall be no liability 
of stockholders to creditors. 
In other words, while 
the stockholder may lose what he has already in­ 
vested he cannot be held to further liability. 
This amendment should carry. 
One of the great 
incentives for doing business under this form of or­ 
ganization was to be relieved of the onerous part­ 
nership liability and this provision in the California 
constitution was a backward step. 
It is rare indeed, 
that a corporation is given credit because of the 
financial standing of its stockholders. 
The corpora­ 
tion and its statement itself are the basis of such 
credit. 
It is only when the company fails that a 
creditor remembers that he may compel the stock­ 
holders to contribute. 
This provision has tended to discourage eastern 
capital 
from investing 
in 
California corporations 
when they can avoid any such liability by investing 
in other states. 
This provision is not understood by 
the people of this state and they have been gener­ 
ally taken by surprise when they learn of their lia­ 
bility for the first time when a suit has been filed 
against them.

T h at passion, properly restricted 
and controlled, gives us some of th e m ost beautiful phases of life. 
A nger is good up to a certain point, and it Is a poor m an 
w ho will not resent w rong-doing; y et if carried beyond its proper 
bourne, and becomes vengeance, anger becom es a vice. 
T here are m any medicines, such as strychnine, w hich ad m in ­ 
istered in proper doses are a stim ulant and a tonic, b u t in too 
g reat doses can produce death. 
So there is hardly any em otion of w hich the hum an breast 
is capable th at cannot become a devastating plague unless it Is 
properly controlled.
